Andrew* Store Burglarized Sunday 


Afternoon. 


Window Fane Out Open and a Couple 
Hundr.d Dollar. Worth of Ooodi 
Xakin. 


The boldest of the numerous bold 


robberies which have been perpetrat- 
ed lately, Including the hauling away 
of nearly all of John O'Neill's gro- 
cery, was committed yesterday after- 
noon In broad daylight on Main' 
street_wlthln a stone's' throw o£ the 
polioe"statlon. 


The place burglarized was W. W. 


Andrews' gents furnishing 
goods 


store on Main street, a few doors 
north of the City Hank. The burg- 
lary was discovered by Mr. Andrews, 
who came down to the store about 
'5:30 o'clock for the purpose of light- 
ing up the room for the night. He 
found the rear door open, half a pane 
of glass gone and upon investigation 
discovered a couple hundred dollars 
worth of goods missing. 


The burglary wan committed be-

Tlie thieves gained an entrance 


into the store by cutting out a pane 
In one of the rear windows, crawling 
through and, after helping them- 
selves, made an exit by the rear 
door, which they left open. A num- 
ber of boxes scattered about the yard 
had been piled up about the window 
so as to form a screen behind which 
they could work and avoid detection 
should any one happen to pass while 
they were engaged in cutting away 
tlie putty and taking out the win- 
dow pane.
